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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The written response filed on October 22, 2004 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-24 are pending. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

3. The terminal disclaimer filed on October 22, 2004 has been entered. 

4. Upon entry of the terminal disclaimer, the rejection of claims 1-3, 7-8, 10-16, 19, 23 and 
24 is now withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

5. The application has been amended as follows:

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Independent Claim 1 defines a feature of cavity having walls, the walls including 
at least on translucent area which extends through at least one opaque area of the 
walls, the at least one translucent area configured to intersect edges of different 
sheets of film in a stack of sheets of film in the chamber at different locations. 
This feature in combination with other features in Claim 1 , which is the broadest 
allowable claim, is not taught or suggested by the art of record. 

b. Claims 2-13 are dependent upon Claim 1. 
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c. Independent Claim 14 defines features of delivering the radiation to the body, 
allowing light to pass through translucent areas in walls of the cavity to expose a 
pattern of fiducial marks on edges of the multiple layers of film, the pattern being 
different for each of the multiple layers of film; using the patterns of fiducial 
marks exposed on the edges of the multiple layers of film to arrange the multiple 
dose images in sequence. These features in combination with other features in 
Claim 14, which is the broadest allowable claim, are not taught or suggested by 
the art of record. 

d. Claims 15-24 are dependent upon Claim 14.
